At first it was issued twice 
a month, and the subscription 
price was fifty ceuts per year. 
The contents were not very 
attractive. The editorials were 
hardly worth reading. It was 
very small and unattractive. 
Reminds me of what Isaiah said 
of Jesus long before He was born 
of the Virgin Mary: ‘He hath 
no form nor comeliness ;and when 
we shall see him, there is no 
beauty that we should desire 
him. He is despised and rejected 
of men; a man of sorrows and 
acquainted with grief: and we 
hid as it were our faces from 
Him; he was despised, and we 
esteemed him not.’’ The little 
baby Evangel was all of this. It 
was despised. Stories were told 
of how it was stamped in the 
mud, snatched away from some 
who ventured to read it and com- 
mitted to the flames, and torn to 
pieces by fierce hands that hated 
it as they would a hideous rep- 
tile, 

On one occasion, a2 Woman- was 
reading it when her husband 
came in. As soon as he saw 
what it was he snatched it out of 
her hands and threw it inte the 
fire place. But it took refuge 
up in the corner of the chimney 
and waited till the fire wept 
down a little and the man left 


ithe room and then dropped down 


on the hearth. With rejoicing 
the woman took up the little de- 
spised piece of paper and finished 
reading it through. 

For months the baby was so 
small, and grew so slow that we 
carried it to the postoffice, a 


distance of a half mile or more | faithful. 
It seemed to linger | 


in our arms, 
between life and death, and only 
for the faith in God that would 
assert itself it would have given 
up in dispair and breathed no 
more. But we nursed it, and 
petted it, and cared for it the 
best we could until after while 
it took to growing a little more 
rapidiy. ‘The subscription list 
finally reached a thousand, then 
two thousand, and on and on 
and on until now less than nine 


‘years old it weighs about 600 
pounds every week and requires 


thirteen big government mail 
bags to carry it from its home to 
the post office. And these bags of 
mail make a good one horse load 
for Uncle Jerry. 

For years the little white 
winged messenger had no home 
—no certain dwelling plate. 
Like Jesus 1t had no place to 
lay its head. It had no printing 
plant of its own and had to de- 
pend upon others for a place to be 
addressed and wrapt and mailed. 
After nearly nine years of wait- 
ing it now has a home. The 
Evangel office building is a two 
story structure, thirty by fifty, 
contains eight rooms and every 
room in use,

two hundred dollats, two job

I have 
tried to get out of it myself and 
get others to take my place, but 
some how I cannot get loose. 
The publishing committees have 
constantly held me, and for the 
last four years I have scarcely 
had a breathing spell. 





Religious 
Enthusiasm 


Some may not believe in it, 
but 1 know one that does, and he 
does not think there is much 
danger of having too much if it 
is balanced up with religious 
knowledge and godly wisdom and 
a good supply of love. 

There is much work yet to be 
fdone and we dare not cool off 
and cease our efforts. Jesus said 
to the Laodiceans, ‘‘I would thou 
wert cold or hot.” Of course 
He would rather we would be 
hot than cold, but the expression 
indicates that He does not want 
us to be a set of half way, luke- 
warm, Ohristians. He surely 
wants us to have religious enthu- 
siasw. Then let us keep it up 
and never allow ourselves to 
drag along and dry up. 

There is too muck to do to be 
quiet and mope around, and drag 
in our experience. We must 
show the world a real, living, 
self-sacrificing, hard-working, 
toiling, triumphing religion, and 
the world will be influenced by 
it; but anything short of that 
they will turn round and never 
be touched by it. 

If you want others to become 
interested, you must show inter- 
est. If you want sinners to be- 
come concerned about themselves 
you will have to become coneern- 
ed about them, and show that 
concern by your enthusiasm and 
efforts to get them saved. It is 
not enough to merely have enough 
religion to save yourself, you 
must be on the aggressive line. 

Jesus said ‘‘Go ye, and preach 
the gospel to every creature.” 
Does this imply that you are to 
build chapels and rent halls and 
get ready for meetings and in- 
vite the people to come in, and 
if they don’t come let them 
alone? If that is your idea of 
the divine commission then I’m 
afraid you are in great need of 
religious enthusiasm. 

If you sent your servantto do 
something for you, and said, 
‘*Go and accomplish that piece 
of business for me,’? you know 
what it would involve. You 
know that he must see certain 
persons, running about the city 
to certain offices and banks and 
agents, involving a great deal of 
trouble and sacrifice; but you 
have nothing to do with that. 
He is your servant. He is em- 
ployed by you to do that busi- 
ness. And you simply commis- 
sion him to ‘“‘Go and do it.’’

This text comes to my mind: 
“And the Spirit of God moved 
upon the face of the waters.”’ 


I see God, in His infimte 
wisdom, fling out the worlds, 
not permiseible, other words, 
float where they may, thereby 
bring a mix up or a clash of 
worlds—no; in wisdom He has 
arranged the great solar system, 
every planet in its orbit around 
a sun in perfect harmony and 
perfect time to the second. 

System! Where did you origi- 
nate? From God Himself, comes 
the answer. 


God looked upon the worlds 
in their course and no doubt 
was pleased with the general 
working, yet viewing our own 
little world on which we now 
live, then covered with water, 
He decided that the Spirit should 
do His office work—‘‘move upon 
the face of the waters” thatthe 
dry land should come forth with 
her vegetation, prepared fur habi- 
tation. For He formed the earth 
to be inhabited. ka. 45:18. 

One willsay, ‘‘The Spirit can’t 
work; too much machinery.’’ 
But the Spirit showed His ap- 
proval of the great system by 
falling in line and moving upon 
the deep.

Just'so with the Church of 
God. Here she is, beautifully 
geared up, every pinion to its 
place, every one helping to pull 
the load. The General Overseer 
might be accounted the steering 
wheel with other ministers and 
deacons as pinions or gear of 
this ‘‘great machine,’’ with the 
Holy Ghost as lubricant also 
power within.

Later on Paul 
had the care of all the churches, 
with Titus overseer of the island 
of Crete, Timothy overseer of 
Achaia, with other overseers in 
their respective places. ‘‘Ma- 
chinery’’—call it that if you 
wish, it is there just the 
same.

If God set His approval upon 
the so-called ‘‘machinery’’ of 
that day why will He not set 
His approval on the same system 
of today and the Spirit move 
upon the waters? ‘Thank God, 
the Spirit and voice of the Lord 
is upon many waters.” Psalm 
29.. 

After Paul left the Assembly, 
he, with Timothy, went with the 
decrees through the cities and 
the churches were established in 
the faith. Acts16:4,5. Why were 
the churches established in the 
faith? The answer is, they will- 
ingly accepted the decrees and 
worked under the same.

Ans.---The dying 
anddead. What is it he objects 
to? Ans.---That I die daily. 

Preceeding this verse he says: 
“Why stand we in jeopardy 
(doubt) every hour?’’ He con- 
tinues: “If after the manner of 
men Ihave fought with beasts 
at Ephesus, what advantageth it 
me if the dead rise not? Let us 
eat and drink for tomorrow we 
die.” 

Yes this is so, but turn to Rom. 
8:36. ‘‘As itis written, For thy 
sake we are killed all the day 
long; we are accounted as sheep 
for the slaughter.’’ How? Ans. 
—Our lives (the natural) are 
continually at the stake, so to 
speak, in danger of violence and 
laid down for our friends if we 
preach the full gospel. Jesus 

* said: ‘‘Greater love hath no man 
than this, that a man lay down 


* his life for his friends. John15:13. 


If we are wholly given up to 
God to do' good to all men, our 
lives are laid down. 

There is no necessity of ex-

—Rom.6:8. Are you DEAD? If 
so you are not DYING. 

Let us read on, verses 9, 10,11. 
“Knowing that Ohrist being 
raised from the dead dieth NO 
MORE; death hath no more do- 
minion over him. For in that 
he died, he died unto sin ONOE: 
but in that he liveth, he liveth 
unto God,.”’ 


Likewise reckon ye _ also 
YOURSELVES wo be DEAD i1n- 
deed unto sin, but alive unto 
God through Jesus Ohrist our 
Lord.’’ (Not dying.) 

How alive unto Jesus Ohrist 
our Lord? “Il am crucified with 
Christ: nevertheless I live; yet 
not 1, but Christ liveth in me.”’

24-26: **‘When the unclean spirit 
is gone out of a man, he (the 
unclean spirit) walketh through 
dry places, seeking rest; and 
finding none, he saith, 1 will re- 
turn unto my house whence I 
came out. 

And when he _ cometh, he 
findeth it swept and garnished. 

Then goeth he, and taketh to 
him seven other- spirits more 
wicked than himself; and they 
enter in and dwell there: and 
the last state of that man is 
worse than the first.” 

If the unclean spirit is the old 
man (which is taught) and can 
come back, he is notdead.
